INDONESIA 



Recently an Indonesian 
TV station aired a mock- 
up of how the executions 
of Andrew Chan and 
Myuran Sukumaran would 
proceed (top, right). 

A figure dressed in 
white in a black hood with 
his hands tied behind his 
back was led before a row 
of men with rifles. The 
men are taken from the 
paramilitary force Brimob.

Bagus Wahyono, who said 
killings are carried out in the 
early hours of the morning 
to avoid attracting a crowd, 
which would break the ban 
on public executions. 

He used wooded areas 
25km from the nearest town 
and employed decoy cars 
to fool relatives and media. 
Executions were also held 
at deserted beaches. 

The shooters are selected 
on the basis of who’s the best 
shot in practice drills that use 
dummies as targets. The 
guns are picked from an 
armoury, with 10 laid in a line 
5-lOm from the target. Only 
two had live rounds, with 
the rest containing blanks. 

Wahyono’s preference 
was for the condemned to be

I bare-chested and their 
j hearts marked with a sticking 
I plaster by a doctor, but as the

A legal official read 
out their offences and 
their sentence before the 
I Brimob commander gave 
I the order to fire. 

Afterwards the 
I condemned were checked 
I by a doctor to make sure 
I they were dead. If they’re 
I still alive a pistol to the 
j temple can be used to 
I finish them. Some prefer 
I to avoid the last step in 
I order to preserve the 
body for the condemned’s 
relatives, and a man who 
helped with a 1995 
execution when this 
happened said the 
prisoner gasped for breath 
for nearly five minutes as 
his lungs filled with blood.

• The UK’s last executions 
were carried out in 1964, 
but a gallows for hanging 
was kept in full working 
order at Wandsworth 
Prison until 1993. 

• From 1791 to 1892, there 
were 222 crimes yoi^could 
be executed for in Britain. 
One of them was "cutting 
down an orchard". 

• The first Ausile sUto 
or territory to abolish 
the death penalty was 
Queensland, In1922. The ’ ^ 
last was NSW, In 1985. 

• Last year the new Sri 
Lankan executioner 
resigned after seeing the 
gallows for the first time. 

Two recruits had abandoned 
the job within the past year. 


zoo THESHOCKIKTiaiTHAIIOIITEXECIITIMS 
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Botched executions like 
the notorious case of US 
murderer Clayton Lockett 
are leading to calls for lethal 
injection to be dropped in 
favourof a return to firing 
squads. On April 29, 2014, 
an artery in Lockett’s groin 
was burst by a doctor as he 
frantically tried to finish the 
procedure quickly and end 
the man’s pain. 

Drugs were injected 
locally into Dockett instead 
of through his entire body, 
due to a faulty line into his 
bloodstream. That’s what 
the doctor was trying to fix 
when he ruined the artery, 
leaving blood splatter over 


his jacket, prompting prison 
warden Anita Trammell to 
call it a “bloody mess’’. 
Lockett died several 
minutes after an official 
ordered the killing be 
stopped, and 43 minutes 
after the first injection, 
having gasped and 
writhed forsometime. 

That case and others like 
it have raised concerns over 
health officials’ ability to 
correctly use the cocktail 
of drugs, and also the 
choice of drugs used. 
Inmates who were given the 
sedative midazolam tried 
desperately to breathe long 
after the procedure began. 



BOTCHED 
IN THE USA 


• Professor Austin 
Sarat of Amherst 
College looked at all 
9000 US executions 
from 1890 to 2010 and 
found about three per 
cent were botched. 
Lethal injection was the 
worst method with a 7.1 
per cent botched rate, 
whilethe firing squad 
had a perfect record. 

• The Utah House of 
Representatives has 
just voted to resume 
executions by firing 
squad, motivated by 
stuffed-up executions 
and a shortage of the 
drugs used in lethal 
injections. Ohio has 
delayed all executions 
in 2015 because it can’t 
source the drugs.

Going to Europe? There’s a good chance your plane will 
have a stopover in the UAE, where death by firing squad 
can be used for treason, murder, rape and kidnapping resulting in 
death, among other crimes. But death sentences are hardly ever 
carried out, with the last one happening in 2014, for murder. 


SINGAPORE 

Our neighbour has executed hundreds but suspended 
the penalty until last year for review. Executions are 
conducted by hanging at Changi Prison at dawn on a Friday, and 
crimes punishable by death include kidnapping, treason, mutiny, 
drug trafficking and manufacture, and piracy endangering life. 


SAUDI ARABIA 

The only country 
to regularly perform 
public executions, including 
beheading with a sword, for 
crimes including murder, 
rape, blasphemy, sorcery 
and repeated drug use. 

A beheaded body can 
be crucified in public. In 
2003 Saudi executioner 
Muhammad Saad al-Beshi 
gave Arab News a rare 
interview: “With one stroke 
of the sword I severed his 
head. It rolled metres away.” 




IRAN 

Amnesty 
International said 
at least 360 people were 
executed there in 2011, 
mainly by hanging. Stoning 
used to be used to punish 
sex crimes, but was removed 
as an option in 2012. Iran 
doesn’t have a trapdoor 
system — a cheaper gallows 
is used, strangling them. 




THAILAND 

Most Aussies are 
aware that drug 
traffickers get the death 
penalty in one of our top 
holiday destinations, but 
there are 55 capital crimes. 
These includeairplane 
hijacking and arson resulting 
in death. Since 2003 they’ve 
used lethal injection — the 
last execution was in 2009 
— but prior to that a single 
executioner used a silenced 
submachine gun to shoot a 
prisoner who’d been tied 
face-first to a wooden cross. 


CHINA 

The undisputed world leader in executions. Human rights 
groupthe Dui Hua Foundation estimated China killed 2400 
prisoners in 2013 — and that was a 20 per cent drop from 2012. Exact 
figures are impossible to come by because they’re a state secret. 
There are 55 crimes punishable by death, usually by firing squad (for 
“common” crimes like murder) or lethal injection (for “economic” 
crimes like corruption), though the leadership’s pledged to move 
tolOO percent “more humane” lethal injection for all capital crimes.

Jens reckons the most 
importantthingfor 
novices is learning to judge 
and control the “pocket”. 
Your jab and footwork are 
the keys. The jab is your 
range-finder; it gets you into 
position to land shots, and 
helps you get far enough 
away to avoid them. Here 
Jens has found the exact 
distance to ZOO Man’s chin. 


Once you get into range 
behind the jab, you can 
land punches with some real 
power. Here Jens has 
already connected with a jab 
and has his hips wound up, 
ready to fire a left hook that’ll 
hammer our guy’s jaw. 


It’s importantthatthe 
lower half of the body 
is generating power for the 
punch.
